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The declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 filed November 8, 2002 is insufficient to overcome 
the rejection of claims 19-26 based upon Nofre et al as set forth in the last Office action for the 
following reasons. 

1) The showing is not commensurate in scope with the claims. Applicant claims "an 
amount effective to sweeten" whereas the showing appears to be specific for 100 ppm neotame. 

2) It is not seen where Applicant actually shows "wherein between 6 and 10 minutes of 
chewing time, the average sweetness intensity loss rate is less than 0.3 intensity units per minute." 

3) The prior art is directed to neotame as is claimed. Applicant does not refer to the prior 
art. It is not seen where Applicant has established unexpected results for the claimed invention.
